Rowse, Alfred Leslie. The early Church- 
ills. Harper, $6.50. August 22. 


One of the soundest and most readable of the 
modern British historians conducts the reader 
along the path followed by the Churchills of 
the Restoration era in their progress from 
obscurity to a secure position among Britain’s 
great families. Interpolations that are amusing 
in their asperity and astuteness add spice to 
the chronicles of the first Sir Winston, who 
had much in common with his distinguished 
namesake, Arabella, who became the mistress 
of James II, John, the martial and public- 
spirited Duke of Marlborough, and his duch- 
ess, the irrepressible Sarah. Significant also 
as a political and social history of the Stuart 
period.

Thirteen-year-old Travis tells the story of 
Old Yeller, a thieving yellow mongrel that 
turned up the summer his dad was away on a 
cattle drive to Kansas and won his heart by 
saving four-year-old Little Arliss from being 
mauled by a bear. Travis came to feel that 
he couldn’t get along without Old Yeller to 
help him hunt, round up the wild range hogs 
and cattle, and keep coons out of the corn- 
field. The pain of learning different becomes 
a part of his growing up in the tragic and 
dramatic climax of a simple but genuine and 
moving evocation of a frontier boyhood in the 
Texas hill country. Serialized in Collier’s. 


Lofts, Norah (Robinson). Afternoon of an 
autocrat. Doubleday, $3.95. July 5. 


A Suffolk village is seen in the late 1790’s at 
the time that Sir Charles Shelmadine, a con- 
scientious squire who loves his village, dies 
and his exiled profligate son and heir, Rich- 
ard, returns. Land enclosure is the most vital 
change—and in some cases a tragic change— 
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for the villagers. Remodeling in the manor 
house itself leads to discovery of an under- 
ground pagan temple which is instrumental 
in the melodramatic death of Richard and a 
happy outcome for everyone else. Good char- 
acterization and re-creation of the late 
eighteenth-century atmosphere.

With the aim of making Adler’s important but 
not too lucidly expressed ideas more readily 
available two of his former students have 
undertaken to make this judicious selection 
from his writings, many of which appear here 
in English for the first time. The selections, 
appropriately annotated by the editors, make 
a systematic presentation of Adler’s foriaula- 


tions of personality theory and development; 
the result is an important source book for 
students of psychology.

While mainly deal- 
ing with adults, there is incidental material 
on probationary techniques with juvenile de- 
linquents. A concluding chapter by Judge 
Louis A. Goldstein summarizes case histories 
of six first offenders reclaimed for society 
through probation and correctional counseling. 
Especially interesting to case workers and 
court officials, but enlightening also to the 
general reader.

Photographs, drawings, and cartoons 
are high points in this readable but unextra- 
ordinary election year item.

A history of veterans’ and hereditary organ- 
izations in the U.S. that covers the period 
from 1793 to 1900. The Daughters of the 
American Revolution, the Grand Army of 
the Republic, and similar associations are 
viewed not as isolated phenomena but as 
groups that, for better or for worse, made an 
impact on nineteenth-century American life. 
Dr. Davies implies that although more time 
was given to preaching than to practicing 
patriotism a few tangible accomplishments 
emerged from these strongholds of conserva- 
tism and super-nationalism; namely, the 
restoration of national historical sites, the 
establishment of soldiers’ homes, and the in- 
stallation of veterans’ pensions. A detailed, 
readable assessment enlivened by the author’s 
tongue-in-cheek humor.

A compact, explicit survey of an increasingly 
prominent subject by the manager of Public 
Relations Research at General Electric; it 
explores the legal, social, and democratic im- 
plications of large-scale subsidy, lists the 
practical considerations—tax situation, in- 
vestors’ interests, good publicity, community 


responsibility—and outlines a concrete pro- 
gram so that donors may avoid haphazard or 
irresponsible giving. Most useful to execu- 
tives, boards of directors, and public relations 
experts, but may also be suggestive to plan- 
ners of library budgets.

With the intention of demonstrating to 
sighted persons that they have a responsibility 
for the blind segment of the population, the 
former director of Perkins Institution dis- 
cusses the prevention and causes of blindness, 
attitudes toward the blind from ancient times 
to the present, accomplishments of the deaf- 
blind, education of the blind, contributions of 
Braille and Talking Books and research on 
the medical aspects of blindness.

A sagacious message dedicated to the younger 
generation by a Republican senator from Ver- 
mont. The author examines the gravity of the 
present world crisis and puts forth a program 
for internationally controlled disarmament 
that would involve atomic deterrents and 
moral encirclement and infiltration of the 
Soviet Union. The waging of peace is the key 
theme of this realistic, honest proposal; it is 
contended that World War III can be avoided 
only by taking immediate and positive steps 
toward genuine coexistence. Suggestions on 
how young people can help in achieving this 
goal are given; thought provoking for Ameri- 
cans of every age.

What at first appears to be a critical analysis 
of Uncle Tom’s cabin blossoms into a full- 
bodied refutation of the myths surrounding 
the American Negro. In an enlightening dis- 
cussion of pre-Civil War slavery the author 
shows the wide gap between the Negro as de- 
picted by Mrs. Stowe and his living counter- 
part. Linking past misconceptions with pres- 
ent ones Mr. Furnas, in a final section, dispels 
the major anthropological, mental, and cul- 
tural fallacies that have relegated the Negro 
to an inferior place in the U.S. “caste system.” 
Extremely readable; a provocative, timely ex- 
ploration directed toward the general reader.

In helping to 
prepare American Negroes for an improved 
status economically and socially, the authors 
maintain that much can be learned that will 
prove valuable in an international context.
